Dear Mr. Chairman: 


I hereby request that you call a special 
meeting of the Police and Fire Board at 
once to consider revoking the Board’s posi- 
tion on supplemental employment by mem- 
bers of the police and fire departments. 


The ruling, first adopted by your Board 
on December 7, 1961, was graciously sus- 
pended for three months to permit exhaus- 
tive study of the circumstances. I was di- 
rected by Council on December 11, 1961, 
to make such a study and offer recommenda- 
tions. My report and recommendations were 
submitted on February 12, 1962, and copies 
were furnished all department heads and 
all members of your Board. 


Two days before the regular March meet- 
ing of your Board, the City Council met to 
consider my recommendations and were 
unable to agree at that time. Your Board 
then took no action on its December 7 
work-ban ruling, and therefore the ruling 
is to take effect on April Ist. 


Since your regular March Board meeting, 
the Council has endorsed the substance of 
my recommendations for permissive discre- 
tion by department heads. It is my opinion 
that had the Council shown the same dis- 
cretion prior to your March meeting, the 
Police and Fire Board would have altered 
its original and present position. 


I am more firmly convinced than ever 
that the Board’s position is not in the best 
interests of the City, and that several mem- 
bers of your Board would like to consider 
the matter further, especially in view of 
the policy for all city employees on sup- 
plemental employment adopted formally by 
the Council and based largely upon my 
recommendations. 


In view of all these circumstances. I 
respectfully request that a special meeting 
of your Board be held by Friday, March 
23, 1962, to give somber and thorough con- 
sideration to its present position in the 
matter. If you so desire, I would be happy 
to meet with the Board to discuss the alter- 
natives and ramifications of the situation.

Mr. Mayor and Members 
of the City Council: 


The Police and Fire Board welcomes the 
opportunity to meet with you and discuss 
the recent ruling of this Board relative to 
outside employment of police and firemen. 
We, as a Board, recognize that government 
is not made up of a single person, board or 
body, but instead is made up of a number 
of persons, boards and the like. We recog- 
nize now, as in the past, that all of us, 
whether we be members of this Board, the 
Council, or ‘the Executive branch, that all 
of us are here, not to serve the interests of 
a single group, but instead to serve the 
interests of All the citizens of Lansing. 


The Board sincerely regrets that the ac- 
tion which it took in the sincere and honest 
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belief. that such action was in the best in- 
terests of all the citizens, has been grossly 
and unfairly exaggerated by half-truths and 
misrepresentations. Our Board believes that 
it has the moral and legal obligation to 
provide the best possible police and fire 
fighting service possible... In case of major 
fire, it is our belief that the persons whose 
lives are involved—not considering for the 
moment the firemen—are entitled to the 
certainty that the firemen called are physi- 
eally and mentally prepared to exert 100% 
of their abilities. They should not have 
their lives entrusted to firemen who, by 
reason of being called from another job, 
operate at anything less than 100% of 
capacity. When employed as firemen, these 
Lansing firemen understood that they were 
subject to being called AT ANY TIME— 
not just during their hours “on duty,’’ and 
when called to be able to perform at peak 
efficiency and nothing short thereof. 


There is also the matter of the lives and 
personal well-being of the firemen them- 
selves involved. It is an uncontested fact 
that a person who is tired is more prone to 
injury than is one not tired. It is our 
feeling that our earlier decision then is in 
the best interests of the firemen themselves 
as well as the citizens as a whole. 


We have heard much of “depriving the 
police and firemen of their civil rights.” 
Such is not the case whatsoever. Wherever 
this type of rule has been adopted and 
then tested in the courts, the courts have 
ruled that such rule is not unconstitutional 
or depriving such employees of their civil 
rights. We have heard much of alleged mis- 
representation, etc., on our part, but at no 
time have we heard the frank admission 
that this type of rule or policy has been 
uniformly held by the courts to be valid 
and proper. 


We have heard much about our Board 
being head-strong and devoid of any control 
by the Council or Mayor. It is our belief 
that good government includes boards which 
by reason of the lack of compensation to 
members, by reason of not having to engage 
in campaigns and make absurd promises, 
ete., and by reason of the absence of undue 
influence from third persons, can make de- 
cisions such as we have made. The same 
charter that created the Council and Mayor 
likewise created our Board, and we feel that 
if this Board did not have such authority, 
then boards and commissions just might 
as well be abolished, and the Council or 
Mayor make the multitude of decisions now 
made by such bodies. 


A few months ago our Board was ap- 
proached by the firemen to reduce the hours 
of work (time actually spent on the job). 
It was our understanding that the firemen 
desired more time with their families. It 
since has been made to appear that the 
effort was to accomplish a reduction of 
hours so that more time could be spent at 
other jobs, and to the detriment of the 
taxpayers of Lansing. 


Then the firemen circulated petitions to 
reduce their hours. Our Board has indicated

a willingness to organize the fire-fighting 
forces to a 40 hour a week basis with the 
firemen working the same sort of shifts 
worked by others in industrial and commer- 
cial firms. However, we have been led to 
believe that this is not desirable to the fire- 
men. They prefer to maintain a system 
whereby they can work on the outside, rest 
on city time, and be paid by both the out- 
side employer and the City. 


We have likewise heard many statements 
eoncerning “taking the food out of the 
mouths of the children of firemen” or the 
equivalent. We have also heard statements 
of depriving the families of firemen of suf- 
ficient money with which to pay for medi- 
cal attention. It is to be observed that 
these same sources, so intent upon clouding 
the true issues, tactfully avoid mentioning 
that the firemen are under our present 
system, depriving the families of workers 
whom they displace from the same medical 
attention, food, ete. 


Nevertheless, our Board is willing to 
meet with you, and to discuss this problem 
in an intelligent, honest and sincere atmos- 
phere, if it be deemed. 


Chairman Noack invited Mayor Bower- 
man to make any statements he wished to 
make. 


Mayor Bowerman addressed the Board, 
and requested that the Board apply his 
recommendations on a trial basis in the 
police and fire departments for a period of 
six months. He asked Chief Keenoy and 
Chief Stragier how they felt about day off 
work. Chief Keenoy explained that there 
were some difficulties, and that controls 
were necessary. Chief Stragier stated that 
some jobs were not desirable for police offi- 
cers as supplemental employment. 


Chairman. Noack invited each Board mem- 
ber to make any comments that he cared 
to, and all members gave their views on 
supplemental employment. 


Chairman Noack invited each Councilman 
present to make any statement or comments 
regarding the issues involved, and they each 
spoke briefly. .

Mr. Harold 
Mingus and Mr. Richard Byrd spoke briefly 
regarding the proposed forty hour work 
week for firemen.
